Olivier Messaien 
(1908-1992) 


Messiaen was a great musical revolutionary of the 20" century. 
His textbook The Technique of My Musical Language outlines a 
musical alphabet composed of 26 pitches, each with an exact 
rhythm. His methods of writing music (including birdsong, serialism 
and ‘colours’) were his own invention. He used conventional 
instruments and notation, but felt compelled to invent the rest. 
Never a total serialist or a follower of pure tonality, Messiaen's 
method of writing well deserves attention because of his total 
immersion and belief in alternate methods of communication. 
Messiaen's 'musical language’ underwent a constant evolution as 
he discovered newer, more concise methods of self-expression. 
The Apparition is a slow, meditative work, in a style Messiaen used 
for improvisation when he would play for himself. The Alléluias 
sereins is from Messe de L'Ascension, and is Messiaen’s own 
organ transcription of the orchestral suite. In it there are many 
evocative elements, including fragments of birdsong and a closing 


statement of the theme surrounded by beating angel wings.

The term Trio Sonata is applied to Baroque sonatas consisting 
of two or three melody instruments (flute, violin, oboe, etc) and a 
bass instrument (Gambe, Bassoon, String-Bass, Trombone, etc).
